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Judge: NM [Muslim] 
defendants can be released 
pending trial 

TAOS - A state District 
Court judge ruled Monday that 
prosecutors in the case against five 
[Muslim] adults found living on a 
makeshift compound with 11 
malnourished children failed to make 
the case for keeping the defendants in 
custody while they await trial. 

Judge Sarah Backus said 
the state, despite assertions by 
prosecutors that one of the defendants 
was training the children to attack 
various institutions with guns, didn’t 
prove the group was a danger to the 
community. 

Backus set bond for the 
defendants at $20,000. It’s a “signature 
bond,” meaning no money is required 
up front and would be due only if the 
defendants violate conditions of 
release. 

The defendants are 
required to ... obtain suitable housing 
instead of returning to their remote, 
ramshackle compound where they lived 
in what officials described as filthy 
conditions. The children are in state 
custody. 

Siraj Ibn Wahhaj, 39, Lucas 
Morton, 40, Jany Leveille, 35, Hujrah 
Wahhaj, 38, and Subhanah Wahhaj, 
35, are charged with multiple counts of 
child abuse. 

Siraj Ibn Wahhaj, the son of 
a well-known Muslim imam at a 
mosque in Brooklyn, N.Y., is facing the 
additional charge of being a fugitive 
from justice in a kidnapping case out of 
Georgia, for allegedly never returning 
from a trip to the park with his 3-year- 
old son. 

The state argued that the 
11 children at the compound were 
being trained to use guns as they 
prepared to attack teachers, law 
enforcement and others in institutions 
that the group considered corrupt. 

But Judge Backus, while 
saying she was concerned by “troubling 
facts,” particularly the discovery of a 


boy’s body at the compound, said the 
state had not shown by clear and 
convincing evidence what the Muslim 
group’s plan was. 

The body, believed to be 
Abdul-Ghani Wahhaj, a missing boy 
whose fourth birthday was last week, 
was found Aug. 6 at a tunnel in the 
compound close to the Colorado 
border. 

FBI agent Travis Taylor 
testified that one of the children told 
him that before the boy died, prayers 
were said over him to remove bad 
spirits. Abdul-Ghani’s mother had 
reported to police in Georgia that he 
took medicine for seizures and had 
other medical issues. 

Prosecutor John Lovelace 
said the boy died in February during 
one of the rituals. 

Taylor said he was told that 
the dead child was supposed to be 
resurrected as Jesus and identify for 
the group the institutions that were to 
be attacked. 

Defense attorneys stressed 
that the guns found at the compound 
are readily available at retail stores and 
that the group made no aggressive 
moves when law enforcement officers 
raided the site on Aug. 3. 

“If these were white people 
of the Christian faith who owned guns, 
this wouldn’t be as big of a deal,” said 
attorney Clark. All the defendants are 
black. 

A distress call, originating 
from someone inside the compound 
that was obtained by law enforcement 
officials in Georgia and relayed to 
authorities in New Mexico, said that the 
group was starving and in need of food 
and water. 

While the compound had 
been under surveillance by the FBI, 
Taos County Sheriff Jerry Hogrefe has 
said it was this message that prompted 
him to initiate the Aug. 3 raid. 

The body of a child found in 
a tunnel at the compound has not yet 
been confirmed as the missing boy. But 
the boy’s grandfather says that family 


members have told him the body is that 
of Abdul-Ghani Wahhaj. 

Timothy Hasson, a 

prosecutor for the Taos District 
Attorney’s Office, said Siraj Ibn Wahhaj 
took several firearms classes in Atlanta 
in 2015. He also went to Saudi Arabia 
and when he returned, took his young 
son, Abdul-Ghani Wahhaj, who was 
disabled, off medication- Albuquerque

Gay Americans are arming 
themselves to stay alive

“I don’t want to get beaten 
to death, stabbed and burnt alive,” a 
slight woman with long blond hair says. 
“I want a gun to feel equal.” 

She is a member of one of 
the United States’ fastest-growing gun 
clubs, the jauntily named Pink Pistols. 

Two years after the 
massacre at Orlando’s Pulse nightclub, 
gay, lesbian and transgender 
Americans are nervous. According to 
the Human Rights Center (HRC), a US 
LGBTI advocacy group, 52 gay people 
were murdered in the US last year 
because of their sexuality, and 28 
transgender people met the same fate. 

It’s brought them into lock 
step with pro-gun groups that haven’t, 
historically, been all that welcoming of 
gay people. 

Australian journalist Patrick 
Abboud reported, “There is one murder 
per week of a gay person purely 
because they’re gay, and that’s really 
horrifying. The level of homophobia and 
transphobia in the USA is out of control 
and some people told me a gun is the 
difference between living and dying.” 

The Pink Pistols have been 
nicknamed the “gay NRA,” a reference 
to the controversial National Rifle 
Association that is a staunch proponent 
of pro-gun laws. 

Tuesday marks two years 
since the massacre at Pulse. Almost 50 
people were gunned down by security 
guard Omar Mateen in a three-hour 
rampage. 






The Pink Pistols now claim 
to have 45 regional divisions and 
10,000 mostly LGBTI people on its 
books. They exist for a very simple 
reason: “We teach queers to shoot,” 
states the website. 

Abboud said the message 
he received was that the political 
divisions in US society were making 
gay people more fearful than they had 
been for some time. Others said the 
police could no longer be trusted to 
protect the LGBTI community or they 
took too long to react.

NPR, Gabby Giffords’ Gun

Ironically, Giffords’ group 
tweeted their message on the very day 
that Milwaukee police released video of 
a man attacking a female restaurant 
employee, only to be stopped by 
another employee who pulled a gun 
and pointed it at him. 

Moreover, Giffords’ group’s 
tweet came just two days after a 
mother in Dallas shot a would-be 
carjacker to save her two toddlers, 
leaving her no option but to shoot him 
in the head. 

On June 25, 2018, Breitbart 
News reported on a man who allegedly 
traveled from New Zealand to meet up 
with a 14-year-old girl in Virginia. The 
man allegedly arrived at the home with 
pepper spray, duct tape, and a knife. 
The girl’s mother shot him in the neck. 

On June 24, 2018, Breitbart 
News reported that a home invasion 
suspect refused to leave a Geneva 
County, Alabama, home and was shot 
dead by the female homeowner. 

Yet Giffords’ group says 
such incidents “rarely” happen. They try 
to justify their claim by pointing to an 
April 13, 2018, NPR article that

Google is reportedly tracking 
your physical movements 
even if you select privacy 
settings

According to the Associated 
Press, “many Google services on 
Android devices and iPhones store 
your location data even if you’ve used a 
privacy setting that says it will prevent 
Google from doing so.” 

“Computer-science 

researchers at Princeton confirmed 
these findings at the AP’s request,” it 
continued, adding that, “Storing your 
minute-by-minute travels carries 
privacy risks and has been used by 
police to determine the location of 
suspects — such as a warrant that 
police in Raleigh, North Carolina, 
served on Google last year to find 
devices near a murder scene.” 

The AP revealed that this is 
not true, and even “with Location 
History paused, some Google apps 
automatically store time-stamped 
location data without asking.” 

Google defended their 
tracking, and proclaimed, “There are a 
number of different ways that Google 
may use location to improve people’s 
experience, including: Location History, 
Web and App Activity, and through 
device-level Location Services. We 
provide clear descriptions of these 
tools, and robust controls so people 
can turn them on or off, and delete their 
histories at any time.” 

In February 2018 Tucker 
Carlson revealed that placing an 
Android phone in airplace [sic] mode or 
disconnecting it from the network would 
not stop it from tracking location. 

The governments of South 
Korea and the U.K. investigated 
Google for tracking users’ locations 
without their knowledge in 2017.

History Has Long

Historian Arnold Toynbee, 
who died in 1975, authored “The 


Murderous Tyranny Of The Turks” 
(1917), in which he wrote: “Turks ... 
subjugated the Christian populations of 
Asia Minor and South-Eastern Europe, 
compelling part of these populations to 
embrace Mohammedanism, and ... 
seizing the children of the rest, forcibly 
converting them to Islam, and making 
out of them an efficient standing army, 
the Janizaries, by whose valour and 
discipline the Turkish wars of conquest 
were carried on from the 15th down 
into the 19th century. ...” 

Tracing the history of the 
Islamic State, Toynbee continued: 
“There are three stages in the history of 
Ottoman tyranny. ... Osman, its 
founder was the hereditary chief of a 
wandering band of Turkish freebooters 
from Central Asia ... This Ottoman 
dominion, which started thus in the 
13th century with a few square miles of 
territory in North-Western Asia Minor, 
expanded during the next 300 years till 
it stretched from within a few miles of 
Vienna to Mecca and Baghdad. In 1453 
it destroyed the Ancient Empire of 
Constantinople, which had preserved 
Greek learning during the Middle Ages; 
the free Christian kingdoms of Bulgaria, 
Serbia, Bosnia, Wallachia, Moldavia 
and Hungary. ...” 

Toynbee wrote further: “This 
was the first stage in Ottoman history; 
the second ... was internal and external 
decay. The Empire was cut short by 
Austria, Russia and other foreign 
powers; the subject peoples began to 
win back their freedom by breaking 
away from under the Turkish yoke. ...” 

The third stage has been 
introduced by the Young Turks ... a 
government employing its resources in 
the murder of its own people. ... 

When the Young Turks came 
into power in 1908 they announced a 
program of ‘Ottomanisation.’ Every 
language in the Empire but Turkish was 
to be driven off. ... The Turks drive 
forth Greeks and Bulgars destitute from 
their homes and possessions. The 
Magyars terrorize Slovaks and 
Romanians at the elections; the Turks 
draft the criminals from their prisons 
into the Gendarmeri to exterminate the 
Armenian race. ... In 1913 the Turkish 
Army was engaged in exterminating the 
Albanians because they had an un- 
Ottoman national spirit of their own. 
This work was interrupted by the 
Balkan War, but the Turks revenged 
themselves for their defeat ... by 
exterminating all Greeks and Slavs left 
in the territory they still retained. ... 

“Only a third of the two million 
Armenians in Turkey have survived, 
and that at the price of apostatizing to 
Islam or else of leaving all they had and 




fleeing across the frontier.... The other 
two-thirds ... were marched away from 
their homes ... with no food or clothing 
for the journey, in fierce heat and bitter 
cold, hundreds of miles over rough 
mountain roads. ... They died of hunger 
and exposure and exhaustion, and in 
lonely places the guards and robbers 
fell upon them and murdered them. 

“About half the deportees and 
there was at least 1,200,000 ... 
perished thus on their journey, and the 
other half have been dying lingering 
deaths ever since at their journey’s 
end; for they have been deported to the 
most inhospitable regions in the 
Ottoman Empire: - the malarial 
marshes in the Province of Konia; - the 
banks of the Euphrates where, 
between Syria and Mesopotamia, it 
runs through a stony desert; - the 
sultry and utterly desolate track of the 
Hedjaz Railway. ... The same 
campaign of extermination has been 
waged against the Nestorian Christians 
on the Persian frontier. ... In Syria 
there is a reign of terror. ...” 

Tragically, the extermination 
of Christians by Islamic fundamentalists 
in the Middle East is not just the subject 
of history. 

During President Obama eight 
years of foreign policy, the Syrian 
Christian population has been 
decimated from 2.5 million down to a 
few hundred thousand, in what 
Secretary of State John Kerry labeled a

The Super Rich of Silicon 
Valley Have a Doomsday 
Escape Plan

Years of doomsday talk at 
Silicon Valley dinner parties has turned 
to action. 

In recent months, two 1,000 
sq ft, 150-ton survival bunkers 
journeyed from Texas to New Zealand, 
where they’re buried 11 feet 
underground. 

Seven Silicon Valley 
entrepreneurs have purchased bunkers 
from Rising S Co. and planted them in 
New Zealand in the past two years, 
said Gary Lynch, the manufacturer’s 
general manager. At the first sign of an 
apocalypse — nuclear war, a killer 
germ, a French Revolution-style 
uprising targeting the 1 percent — the 
Californians plan to hop on a private jet 
and hunker down, he said. 

“New Zealand is an enemy of 
no one,” Lynch said. “It’s not a nuclear 
target. It’s not a target for war. It’s a 
place where people seek refuge.” 


The remote island nation, 
2,500 miles off Australia’s coast, has 
4.8 million people and six times as 
many sheep. 

New Zealand’s isolation, once 
deemed an economic handicap, is one 
of its biggest assets. The nation allows 
emigres to essentially buy residency 
through investor visas, though in 
August, partly in response to 
Americans gobbling up swaths of prime 
real estate, New Zealand’s government 
banned foreigners from buying homes. 

At a recent Silicon Valley 
dinner party, a venture capitalist told 
fellow diners of his escape plans. In his 
garage is a bag of guns hanging from 
the handlebars of a motorcycle. The 
bike will allow him to weave through 
traffic on the way to his private plane, 
and the guns are for defense against 
encroaching zombies that may threaten 
his getaway. 

He intends to fly to a landing 
strip in Nevada where a jet sits in a 
hangar, its sole purpose to whisk him 
and four billionaire co-owners to safety. 
Their destination: New Zealand. 

Sam Altman, president of a 
Silicon Valley startup, said biological 
warfare is the biggest threat to 
civilization. He has a go bag stuffed 
with a gun, antibiotics, batteries, water, 
blankets, a tent and gas masks. 

Doomsday fantasies run deep 
in American culture. 

Think of schoolchildren 
practicing the duck-and-cover 
maneuver during the height of the Cold 
War. And apocalyptic religious cults, 
from Jim Jones’s Peoples Temple in 
the 1970s to Heaven’s Gate and the 
Branch Davidians in the 1990s. Just six 
years ago, many Americans believed 
the world was ending because of a 
Mayan prophesy. 

Robert Vicino, a builder of 
massive underground bunkers, said 
Silicon Valley elites discussed detailed 
plans to flee to New Zealand last year 
at the World Economic Forum in 
Davos, Switzerland. He said they 
foresaw “a revolution or a change 
where society is going to go after the 1 
percenters.” In other words, them. 

But Vicino is a businessman, 
and demand dictates he get to work on 
a bunker that would accommodate 
about 300 people. The price: $35,000 a 
head. 

That’s a bargain compared 
with the most expensive bunker 
Lynch’s Rising S has shipped to New 
Zealand — $8 million. 

It takes about two weeks to 
excavate the land and bury the average 
bunker, Lynch said. It’s all done 
secretly so local residents aren’t aware. 


Once installed, passersby would have 
no way of knowing it’s there. 

“There’s no clue left behind, 
not even a door,” Lynch said. 

So the sight of an American 
billionaire wandering the sheep 
meadows consulting his GPS and 
kicking the dirt for the location of the 
hidden entrance of his bunker can only 
mean one thing: It must be New 
Zealand. - Bloomberg Sept. 5, 2018 

62M immigrants and their 
U.S.-born children now live in 
America

Newly released analysis from 
Center for Immigration Studies (CIS) 
researchers based on Census Bureau 
data reveals that there are about 61.6 
million immigrants and their U.S.-born 
children — given birthright citizenship 
— living across the country. 

Immigrants and their U.S.- 
born children now represent about one 
in five residents in America, a 
population that is expected to increase 
should current legal immigration levels 
continue unchanged and uncontrolled.

Every year, the U.S. admits 
more than 1.5 million immigrants. By 
2023, CIS researchers estimate that 
the legal and illegal immigrant 
population of the U.S. will make up 
nearly 15 percent of the entire U.S.

Army to Field Robotic Truck 
Convoys by 2019 

The Army has decided to field 
leader-follower robotic truck convoys by 
2019, a service official said Aug. 22. 

The Tank Automotive 
Research, Development and 
Engineering Center will begin outfitting 
50 to 70 Palletized Load System trucks 
with autonomy kits by the fourth quarter 
of fiscal year 2019. 

Leader-follower concepts 
usually have one manned vehicle in 
front of the convoy with the rest of the 
trucks following autonomously without 
drivers. 

The Army first began 
experimenting with the concept at the 
outset of the Iraq War when roadside 
bombs caused high casualties. The 
initial concepts had one soldier 
remaining in the vehicle, but not driving 
unless needed, thus reducing the 
number of potential victims. However, 
the technology never reached the 
warzone. 

One factor preventing robotic 
convoy technology from reaching the 
field over the years was the high cost of 


the kits that would convert ordinary 
trucks into robotic vehicles, TARDEC 
officials have said. 

Costs have come down 
dramatically over the past decade, 
especially with the advent of semi- 
autonomous and fully autonomous 
vehicles in the commercial market. 

TARDEC is using open 
software architectures to make 
incremental improvements on robotic 
systems. That allows government or 
industry to create plug-and-play 
features. 

The software for the logistical 
vehicles can then make the transition to 
the combat side, where the Army is 
looking at robotic wingman concepts.

U.S. civilians own 400 million 
guns compared to military’s 
4.5 million, survey shows

Civilians in the U.S. own 
close to 400 million firearms, according 
to the Switzerland-based Small Arms 
Survey. 

By comparison, the U.S. 
military holds about 4.5 million guns, 
and state and local police have just 
over 1 million. 

“At the end of 2017 there 
were approximately 1,013 million 
firearms in the 230 countries and 
autonomous territories of the world, 
84.6 percent of which were held by 
civilians, 13.1 percent by state 
militaries, and 2.2 percent by law 
enforcement agencies,” the survey 
said. “The 2017 combined global total 
is an increase of 15.7 percent for all 
identified firearms. Much of this change 
is due to an increase of 32 percent in 
the estimated civilian-held firearms 
total. Reported global totals for the law 
enforcement and military categories 
show net decreases, mostly due to 
changes in estimating Procedures.” 

The next closest country to 
the U.S. - India - claims about 70 
million civilian-owned guns. 

Russia’s proportion of 
firearms weighs heavily in favor of law 
enforcement and the military. 

Moscow law enforcement 
claim 2.4 times as many guns as law 
enforcement agencies in the U.S., and 
Russia’s military has about 6.7 times as 




many guns as the U.S.’ own armed 
forces. 

However, illegal and 
unregistered firearms could still 
account for a significant number of 
guns that are not included in the data.

Parkland deputy's lawyers 
say he wasn't legally required 
to stop massacre 

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. - 
Former sheriffs deputy Scot Peterson 
had no legal duty to stop the slaughter 
at Marjory Stoneman Douglas High 
School, his attorneys say. 

Peterson took shelter rather 
than confront the killer, but he did not 
act with malice or bad faith, according 


to his attorneys, Michael Piper and 
Christopher Stearns. Therefore he can't 
be held legally responsible for the 
deaths, they say in court documents. 

The statements came in a 
motion seeking to dismiss a lawsuit 
filed by Andrew Pollack, the father of 
18-year-old Meadow Pollack, who was 
killed in the shooting. 

Pollack sued Peterson, 
accusing the former school resource 
officer of failing to do his duty. 

While shooter Nikolas Cruz 
rampaged through the school on Feb. 
14, security footage shows Peterson 
ducking between two pillars outside, 
avoiding gunfire. 

Peterson's lawyers say 
police officers are responsible for injury 
only if the officer takes control of a 
situation and people are hurt as a result 
or if the officer creates risk. 

A Florida statute gives 
immunity to officers for injury suffered 
as a result of what they do while on the 
job unless they acted in bad faith or 
exhibited "wanton and willful disregard 
of human rights, safety, or property," 
the attorneys say. 

They contend that 
Peterson, since he didn't act at all, can't 
be legally blamed. 

Peterson was suspended 
without pay after the shooting and later 
resigned from the sheriff's office.

The CDC Is Publishing 
Unreliable Data on Gun 
Injuries. People Are Using It 
Anyway

For journalists, researchers 
and the general public, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention serves 
as an authoritative source of 
information about Americans’ health, 
including estimates of how many 
people are killed or injured by guns. 
The agency’s most recent figures 
include a worrying uptick: Between 
2015 and 2016, the number of 
Americans nonfatally injured by a 
firearm jumped by 37 percent, rising 
from about 85,000 to more than 
116,000. It was the largest single-year 


increase recorded in more than 15 
years. 

But the gun injury estimate is 
one of several categories of CDC data 
flagged with an asterisk indicating that, 
according to the agency’s own 
standards, it should be treated as 
“unstable and potentially unreliable.” In 
fact, the agency’s 2016 estimate of gun 
injuries is more uncertain than nearly 
every other type of injury it tracks. Even 
its estimates of BB gun injuries are 
more reliable than its calculations for 
the number of Americans wounded by 
actual guns....

Paul Welch came to the 
downtown protest Aug. 4 to let his 
political leanings be known.

Welch 
refused, and a tug-of-war ensued. 

It ended with Welch taking a 
club to the back of the head, lying on 
the ground in a pool of his own blood, 
suffering a concussion. 

Only Welch was not a Proud 
Boy, a Patriot Prayer supporter or 
among the other conservative activists 
who descended into the area. 

He was one of hundreds of 
progressive Portlanders who had 
turned out to oppose the right-wing 
rally. 

"I didn't come as a part of any 
one group," Welch said in an interview 
with The Oregonian/OregonLive. "I was 
just protesting outsiders coming here 
for their tacitly fascist event."
